Mini Lesson 


1. Reading Appetizer. 

2. Brainstorm with students examples of visual representations they may choose to use to present the information they have gathered about 
their chosen career. Ask: What elements make a visual representation effective? Discuss responses. 

3. Ask: What does it mean to synthesize information? Discuss responses, emphasizing the need to synthesize the information they have 
gathered from various sources.
